Arxol 
ſays, that the Conſequences of ſuch Conjunttions are new Mo- 
narchies, and Governments, with illuſtrious and eminent Men 
of divers Arts and Profeſſions ; Barrenneſs, and ſcarcity of 
F.uits of the Earth; and though it doth not relate to this mat. 
ter in Hand, yet I muſt let you know, that he ſays. that the 
invention of Bomb; and Printing came in both in one Century, 
Avenaris ſays, ſuch a Conjun&ion ſhews the appearance of 
ſome Prophet, and that ſome Nation ſhall grow famous, &. 
Daſypodins ſays on ſuch a Conjundction, that it ſets up new Mo- 
narchies and Empires, produceth great and wiſe Men, and is 
the cauſe of Sterility and Scarcity. I do give my conſent to 
divers things aſſerted by theſe Authors; bur I think our Cafe 
goes further; for at the time of the Conjunction Mars is in 
Capricorn in Quartile to the place of id, ard there he continues 
direct and retrograde till the end of S«pr: ber; and in Jah, 
when they are all three in a manner Station ry, he is in 
ſquare ro them both.

agreeable to the Law and the Prophets. To this Chriſtian num- 
ber 144, is oppoſed the Antichriſtian number 666, which 
is an imperfect Number like Antichriſt, whom it repreſents ; 
it hath no ſquare Root without a Fraction, but the neareſt to 
it wichin the number 666. is 25 ; and how the Roman Church 
have verified thi their Characteriſtick you may obſerve.

fall ; and therefore we muſt enqu:re tter tuat by ſome other 
way, which is my next buſineſs. 


It is allowed by all, that the Reign of A43ntihrift is to be 


1260 Vers, and the whole difficulty of the Matter is where 
to begin this Acconnt, for it is that which hath puzled all our 
Anceſtors, and miſled them in this Calculation, which per- 
hops may be my fate alſo, though I ſh:ll endeavour the Con- 
try.

his Men. And pray what is this to the Reign of Antichrist, 


it was only a Puniſhment to 1:aly for breaking their Faith with , 


that King. Others began it when Ala, King of the Hunns, 
did diſturb Ea, and divers other Nations, bout the Year 448. 
and 450; but what is this alſo to the Reign of Antichriſt? 
this being only a plague to the Inhabitants, and nothing rela- 
ting to Religion,and the corruption of it. which was certainly 
the Buſineſs, and true Sign of Antichriſt: But belices this Army 
was only a crew of Thieves ( like a Neighbour of ours) who 
had a Right to every thing their Power could conquer. 

But I underſtand the Reign of An i- C hriſt to begin when the 
greater part of the Clergy deſerted the Faith, departed from 
the Truth, and the Doctrine received from the 4po/; les, grow- 
ing proud and inſolent, coveting Dominion and Supremacy, 


perſwading the Powers to perſecute thoſe of another Perſwa- 


fon, teaching the Doctrine of Devils, forbidding to Marry, 
and to abſtain from Meats, ſetting up Lyes and Miracles to de. 
ccive weak Chriftians. In the Council of Calc-aon, the Em- 
peror did intre-t the Council to reſtrain the filthy Lucre, Pride, 


and Ambition of the Clergy, An. 454. The Biſhop of Rome, 


before this, in the 6th Council of Sarehage, ſued for a Sove- 
raignty 


— 
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raignty and Jeriſdi&ion over all Bifhops and Ciergy men. 


And in the ſecond Council of Aſatiſcon, they had the Confi. 
dence to appoint, that whoſoever fled to the Church for Safety, 
ſhonld not be taken thence by Violence; that no Biſhop ſhould 
be ſummoned before a Secular Judge. That the Biſhop's Houſ: 
ſhould be only for Prayer, and not defiled with the barking 
of Dogs, &c. That Secular men ſhould do Reverence to thoſe 
that are of the Clergy, high and low; and if a Seculir Man 
met a Clergy-man, both on Foot, he fhould. pull off his Hat 
only; but if the Prieſt were on Foot, and the Lay-man on 
Horſeback, then he muſt alight, and do his Honour on Foot. 
Here's fine Work! Their ſ{ct:ing up a crew of idle lazy Monk: 
and Fryer;, and deceiving the People to maintain them. In 3 23, 
began the order of Hermits; in 384. the order of the Bafilianiſt:; 
in 398. an oi der of Regular Prieſt: 5 in 5 24. the Benedictines be 
gan, as fays A/tedrus ; it is this thit was to be the Doctrine of 
Anti Chriſt, which had been growing up trom the Apoſtles 
time, 2 Lheſ. 2.7. yet we find it more rampant in the fifth and 
fixth Century, about which time we may conclude the Reign 
of nr Chriſt did begin; and though I cannot be poſitive to a 
particular Year, yet will endeavour to come as near the point 
as may be. But pray do not miſtake me, for I do not think 
that Anti- Chr iſt dwolis only at Rome, but in all the Kingdoms 
and Countries where the Chriſtian Religion is ꝑrofeſſed and 
taught by Priest of all Perſwifions, 

Hence I conclude, That the Apoſticy did begin, and that 
there was a through Deſe d ion among the teachers of Reli- 
gion, as well as its profeſſors; and that Anti- Cbriſt appear'd 
both in Power and Fact, about tue latt r end of the fifth Cen- 
tury, about the time of th Council of Calcidon, unter the 
Emperor Marftzauta, v hen tre Church Thunderbolts of Cur- 
fing and Excommunications grew plentiful, when the Clergy 
ſhowed themſelves in their Colours by Pride, Power, and Si. 
mony; and the Church, (as they call'd it) was divided by ſo 
many Hereſie, hammer d out by lazy Mints, and the proud Pre- 
lates of tc oſs times. | 

To be poſitive to the particular Year and time when this 
Bleſſed Millenium ſhall enter, I look on it as a thing very hard and 
difficult to be effected, becauſe of the great Errors and Diffe- 
rences among all Chronologers : But that ſomething may be 
done near it, I do verily believe, and perhaps nearer too chan 

is generally believed. Y<u may obſerve that in the Sch of Dau.

and 14: he tells us, that at 2300 Days the Sanctuary ſhall be 
cleanſed; and in Dan. 12, 11. he mentions 1290 Days; and 
in the 12 Vrſt 1335 Days, and theſe Numbers have been, and 
are yet judged to have ſomething remarkab'e in them, relating 
to the coming of Chriſt in Power to deliver the Church, and 
to reſtore the VVorſhip of God to its primitive Purity; and 
therefore Danielſ.ys ploinly, That after 230 Days the Sanfiu- 
ary ſball be cleanſed. Now this cannot be thought that it doth 
intend only ſo many Days, for if it ſhould, chat number of 
Days will not make out full ſix Years and four Months; and 
it could not relate to the Captivity, for that laſted 70 Years, 
which is longet than thoſe days can pretend too; therefore 1 
ſhall take it in a Prophetical Senſe, to intend ſo many Years, 
and the like in the other two Numbers ; and theſe Numbers of 
Daniel are not taken alone in that Senſe, but the 1260 Days 
in the Revelation of St. Jobn, Chap. 12. ver. 6. are alſo judged 
by all Interpreters to intend ſo many Years ; for if they do 
not intend Years, they are of no uſe, nor can be to the Church 
in ſuture Ages, which it is judged thoſe things were written 
and intended for. Hence I ſhall ſhew the 2300 Days to be ſo 
many Years, and thoſe Years to be the compleat time from 
the beginning of the Captivity to the entrance of the M:Jenium, 
wich will conſiſt in two Preparatives or degrees of time, and 
one compleat, and theſe to depend on theſe three Numbers, 
1260, 1290, and 1335, the laſt of which I take to be the 
whole time of the Reign of Anti-Chriſt,from the Apoſtacy after 
the Apoſtles to the beginning of the Milenium, at which time, 


and before it, thoſe great Works ſo often ſpoken of, and ex- 


pected, ſhall be done in the Earth, i. e. the Pope and Turk ſhall 
be deftroy'd, the Jews and Gentiles ſhall be Converted, and the 
tyrannical bloody Powers of the Earth ſhall be beaten to pieces, 
and this cannot be done but by ſhedding abundance of Blood, 
great Wars and deſtruftion of Mankind. 

In my laſt Years Almanack, I gave you a Chronology from 
the Holy Scripture of the Yeers from the Creation to the Buth 
of our Saviour 7e/ws Chriſt, by which it appears he was born in 
the Year of the Werld 3962, which is 14 Years later than is 
aliowed by Alſted, Helvicas, and others. Now, if we take 452. 


the time ſi om the end of the Captiviry to che Birth of our 82- 


viour, and 70, the Years of the C.ptivity, it makes 522. This 
I rak= from the Year of the V Vorid, hen Jeſus Chriſt was
